The British are 
responsible primarily for ‘her 
defence; and it hardly is to be 
expected: that, in such conditions, 
any, Government. would be pre- 
pared to dp anything that might 
weaken its own position vis<@-vis 
a powerful enemy, Naturally 
enough, the extremist elements in 
India are taking the fullest 
hadvantage of Great Britain’s em- 
barrassments and preoccupations 
by pressing their claims for 
complete independence, and Mr. 
Churchill declared yesterday that 
the Congress Party now had 
abandoned the policy of .“ non- 
violence,” advocated for so many 
years by Mr. Gandhi, and had 
come out into the open as repre- 
senting a revolutionary move- 
ment. In these circumstances, 
His Majesty’s Government was 
determined to give all necessary 
support to the Viceroy and his 
Executive in their firm, ‘but 
tempered, measures to protect the 
Endian population, and leave the 
British and Indian Armies free to 
defend‘ the soil of India against 
the Japanese. i 
Ineffect, Mr. Churchill announeed 
that Sir Stafíord Cripps had said 
the last word to the Indians. The 
broad principles which he had 
enunciated remained “' the settled 


Parliament’’ ; and those principles 
‘still stood ‘‘in their full cope 
and - integrity.” The © Prime 
Minister repeated what had: been 
said on many previous occasions 
in the House of Commons and 


did not represent the majority of 
the people of India; it did not 
represent even the majority of the 
Hindu masses. He described it 
as “ a political organisation built 
around a party machine, and 
sustained by certain manufactur- 
ing and financial interests,”’ 
asserting that its intention, or, at
